Despite the fact that Wilmington 
Town Clerk Kay Scanlon is calling 
this Saturday's election "a very 
quiet town election," she predicts 
that over 3500 residents will go to 
the polls April 17 to choose from 
among 14 candidates for local 
boards. During the past two elec- 
tions, 3843 and 3845 Wilmington 
residents took the time to vote. 
Citizens will get to choose from a 
strong field of candidates. In the 
running for two three year scats on 
the board of selectmen are 
incumbent Mark Haldane and 
challengers Diane Allan, Tony_ 
Capuano, Michael McCoy, and 
Tom Siracusa, Secking two three 
year positions on the school 
committee are incumbent Marga-

Wilmington may have a curbside 
fecycling program in place by July 
1 if bids from trash contractors 
mesh with the sum set aside for 
trash disposal in the fiscal 1994 
proposed budget. at sum, 
according to Assistant Town 
Manager Jeff Hull, is $1,261,732. 
Of that, $790,770 is set aside for 
the NESWC trash facility in 
Andover, said Hull. 

Seven rubbish companies were 
asked to resubmit proposals for the 
pick-up of Wilmington's trash and 
handling recyclables in the years 
ahead. The companies had already 
submitted bids, but town officials 
are hoping the firms will come 
back with lower prices so they can 
choose one hauler for all com- 
ponents in a new trash contract. 

Hull told this paper 15 con- 
tractors picked up the 92 page 
document outlining specs and 
options put together by DPW 
(Department of Public Works) 
Supt. Bob Palmer, but only seven 
submitted actual proposals. Those 
contractors were L.I. Cartage Inc. 
from Woburn; Atlantic Waste 
Systems Inc. from Lynn; Brow- 
ning-Ferris Industries Inc. from 
Tyngsboro; East Coast Disposal 
Contractors Inc. from Acushnet; P. 
& T. Container Service Co. Inc. 
from Haverhill; Saugus Disposal 
Inc, from Saugus; and Waste 
Management of Boston/North from 
Woburn. The town currently has a 
five year trash contract with Waste 
Management which expires June 
30. 

The town's bid document covered 
options for- curbside recycling, 
curbside trash pick-up, and an 
expanded drop-off center, with 
several alternates within each 
option. 

"It was really set up so we could 
look at all different options," said 
Hull.

Some of the firms bidding for the 
contract came in with low bids on 
one option but not on others. Hull 
said, since the bidding of trash has 
been removed from the state 
procurement law, the town can 
negotiate to get a better proposal. 

"Our goal is to stay with one 
contractor for both components 
(trash pick-up and recycling),” said 
the assistant town manager. 

Though all bids were not within 
the hoped for limit, Hull explained 
"by the time we're done with this 
process we'll have the best price 
we can get." 

When asked which way the town 
is leaning for the collection of 
recyclables Hull said, "my sense is 
we will go with a curbside pro- 
gram, depending what the prices 
are." 

Town Manager Michael Caira 
agreed. He told sclectmen Monday 
night it looks like the town is 
leaning toward a curbside pick-up 
program for recyclables every two 
weeks, and curbside pick-up of 
trash and white goods, including 
freon, every week at no additional 
cost to homeowners. Caira said the 
earliest date for a curbside 
recycling program to start would 
be July 1. If administrators are 
able to trim the bids, he added, the 
town would be set with a contract 
for the next five to 10 years. 

The town manager said he would 
be coming back with a full recom- 
mendation to the board in the near 
future. Hull said he hoped the 
proposals will come back before 
the annual town meeting. 

Caira gave Palmer alot of the 
credit for drawing up the bid 
document and said both he and Hull 
helped review the proposals.

Student suspended after fight 


A Wilmington High School stu- 
dent was suspended for three days 
after a fight which resulted in the 
hospitalization of another student 
on Tuesday. 

Supt. of Schools Dr. Geraldine 
O'Donnell said that the fight took 
place in a corridor about 9 a.m. 
One student was walking in the 
corridor when another student 
punched him, knocking him down. 
He then continued to hit the victim. 

The 18-year-old victim was 
transported to the New England 
Memorial Hospital by ambulance, 
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with principal Paul Fleming fol- 
lowing in his own car. The youth 
was treated for a broken nose and 
other injuries. 

The assailant, 16 years old, was 
given a three-day suspension from 
school, the maximum allowed in 
the student handbook, said Dr 
O'Donnell. She said that counseling 
was planned for both youths when 
they return to school.

Three proposals for affordable 
homes on town-owned land on 
Avon Street and Denault Drive 
were reviewed last Thursday by the 
Wilmington Housing Partnership. 

Partnership members had asked 
for design proposals for seven 
affordable units on six parcels of 
land. All three developers said, 
though they could construct two 
homes on Denault and two on the 
corner of Avon and Avery streets, 
creating three homes and a roadway 
in the Avon Street Extension would 
not be feasible unless they could fit 
two to three market rate homes in 
the area also to increase their 
profit. 

Those outlining their proposals 
last week were Arthur Hammer and 
Albert Andrews of Primrose Resi- 
dential in Dracut; John Comeau, 
president of Cobros Limited in 
Salem, New Hampshire; and Linn 
Anderson of L.A, Associates Inc, in 
Wilmington. All three companies 
have had experience building 
homes, though Comeau said this 
would be his first experience with 
affordable housing. 

In the audience were neighbors 
and abuttors of the proposed homes. 
They were asked by the Partnership 
to help evaluate the presentations 
using criteria established by the 
board. According to the criteria 
Partnership members saw the 
following as highly advantageous: 
designs compatibfe with)the cha- 
racter of the ni ops; a sale 
price in the $75\Q00 xo $85,000 
range; taking into account environ- 
mental concerns; conformance to 
current zoning; building more than 
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one handicapped adaptable home; 
building homes on Avon Street 
Extension; and affordable housing 
experience. 

Hammer and Andrews said their 
proposal was limited to only four 
homes — the two on Avon and two 
on Denault. They said, while the 
best use of the Avon Strect Ex- 
tension was to pul three affordable 
and two market rate units on a cul 
de sac, at this time "it is not 
economically feasible” to build in 
that area. The men said all units 
would be three bedroom colonial 
style garrisons which would cach 
sell for $94,500. The homes on 
Denault would be side by side and 
the schedule would sce the homes 
done by September. Planning / Con- 
servation Director Lynn Duncan 
questioned if that timetable was too 
optimistic The men said it was 
realistic and, because they “work 
very hard keeping our cost down" 
and material costs keep going up, it 
was to their advantage to set this 
kind of timeframe. The firm only 
builds affordable housing and is 
currently working on a project off 
Lakeview Avenue in Dracut. 

Comeau said his proposal was 
based on building two market value 
homes on Avon Street Extension. 


He said the most viable con- 
figuration was to build cight 
affordables and two market homes. 
Comeau said he would build three 
bedroom homes using four designs: 
4 two story colonial, a split ranch, a 
straight ranch, and a split gambrel 
The sale price of the units would 
range from $74,900 to $94,500 and 
the timeframe would be cight 


months, he said. Comeau added his 
father and grandfather were in the 
same business and both had built 
“extensively” in Wilmington, 

Anderson, too, said her proposal 
was based on the ability to build two 
market rate homes. If that wasn't 
feasible, she said she would drop the 
last part of her proposal. Anderson 
proposed building all three 
bedroom home in several different 
designs: a split foundation, split 
entry, split gambrel, and a cape for 
the handicapped adaptable units. 
The units would sell for $94,500 
and take at least 18 months to 
complete because of Wilmington's 
permit and review process, said 
Anderson. 

"We're playing with a very tight 
profit margin on these proposals," 
said Anderson adding, "Until we're 
done testing I don't (really) know 
what we can build here." 

The neighbors near the Denault 
lots said they preferred keeping 
trees as a buffer on the lots against 
lights and noise from a compressor 
at Avco (Textron). They suggested 
building the homes side by side and 
closer to the front of the property. 

"You cut all those trees down, it' 
Not going to be a nice place to live,” 
said Edward Tighe. 

Al Henderson of Melrose Avenue 
suggested building the foundations 
above ground to avoid arca water 
problems. He also said he favored 
the project. 

At one point Comeau alluded to 
the undesirability of putting 
affordable homes close to market 
rate homes and touched off a food

Students at various shops at 
Shawsheen Tech were recognized at 
Monday's selectmen's meeting for 
their role in renovating the front of 
the Wilmington Police Station. 

Safety Officer Bobby Shelley told 
selectmen the students, with their 
instructors, enclosed the front 
entranceway to the station for the 
officers' protection. They also 
installed a window so the desk 
officer could talk to the public. 
Wilmington Builders and developer 
Joe Langone supplied much of the 
materials, said Shelley. The job is 
incomplete, however, until the 911 
emergency phone system is installed 
in the area and implemented in 
town, added Shelley. 

According to Shelley, Town 
Manager Michacl Caira was 
approached by Linda Fasulo and her 
son Robert, who attends the Tech, to

said he needed to improve the set-up | 


at the police station to implement 
911. He then spoke to officials at the 
Tech and work began on: the 
project. 

Shelley noted the improvements 
make for a quieter work area for 
police. He added this was the second 
renovation project the students did 
for the police department. The first 
job was renovations to the Swain 
School to allow the Detectives’ 
Bureau to move onto the second 
floor. 

Shelley invited the selectmen to 
visit the police station and see for 
themselves the kind of work the 
students do, 

"It's going to be a big asset to the 
town once it's complete," said 
Shelley, adding, "It shows what type 
of education they're getting over 
there (at the Tech)."

Chairman Carole Hamilton and 
Duncan both maintained affordable 
units in a neighborhood do fot 
bring down property values, 

"That has been proven time and 
again," said Duncan, 

"The only thing that brings values 
down is in peoples' heads," said 
Hamilton. She pointed out that the 
homes can be sold at a lower rate 
because the town is supplying ihe 
land. 

Anderson explained that there can 
be no discernable difference on the 
outside in affordables and market 
rates. 

Hamilton also told the audience the 
homes, when built, will be deed 
restricted to an affordable price and 
taxed at their fair market value. She 
added the Partnership gave the 
builders the option of building on 
some or all of the lots. 

"We always recognized Avon 
Street Extension might not fly,” she 
said. 

Abuttors were asked to drop their 
evaluations or make comments to 
Duncan before the next meeting 


May 13, The Partnership will 
review the advantages and 
disadvantages of cach proposal at 
that time. The next steps in the 
process will be to bring the 
designated developer to the board.of 
selectmen for approval, to execute a 
Land Disposition Agreement 
spelling out the terms of the land 
sale and the schedule, and have the 
developer obtain the neccessary 
permits and financing before he or 
she moves ahead on the project.

This is Shawshcen Tech, Wilmington and Tewksbury's 
vocational school where more than just your average carpenter is 
trained for the job market of tomorrow. Down on Cook Street in 
Billerica they've discovered the new science of modern voke ed. 
No longer a male-only dominion, the Merrimack Valley's 
premicr technical high school trains both men and women for 
careers in nursing, computer programming and chemical 
engineering. 

As the banks of the Shawsheen River show the first signs of 
winter's ending, students and faculty at Tech are dealing with a 
moral dilemma recently handed them by the Massachusetts 
judiciary, which still insists on playing the role of school | 
committee for the state H 

This story first began on the Fourth of July in 1992 when Tech j 
student Tom Petruzzclli ran over to the local 7-Eleven for a quick } 
pack of smokes; not the most heinous crime for a minor these ¢ 
days, except for Petruzzelli's method of supplying his habit. i 

One Bruce Hinckley had the misfortune of refusing ater wben| 


demand for cigarettes. He paid the price shortly after when 
Petruzzelli returned, armed with a knife and perhaps another? 
more deadly weapon, his father Anthony. ; 

After a fight erupted between his father and Hinckley, young 
Tom entered the fracas and just happened to have a knife handy to} 
fatally stab Hinckley. i 

On March 25 a jury of his peers found Petruzzelli guilty of} 
manslaughter. His father is waiting trial on charges of assault and 
battery with a deadly weapon, and perhaps aiding and abetting the 
total and complete delinquency of a minor. 

Awaiting sentencing on April 29, Petruzzelli, who was studying 
nursing if you can believe it, wants to stay at school. His father} 
went to court to overrule Superintendent Charles Lyons’ decision; 
that Petruzzelli should instead be excluded from the student 
population and tutored at home 

Based on your recent experience with the courts, take a wild! 
guess who Judge Edith Fine sided with on this one. j 

If you guessed convicted felon Thomas Petruzzelli, move right? 
up to the head of the class where Tom, soon to be a resident at 
Walpole, I hope, will be sitting right next to your sons and 
daughters. 

Scems Massachusetts law forbids a school committee to punish 
even a murderer when the crime occurs off campus. As cigarettes 
aren't sold at the Tech bookstore, Tom was always able to 
compose himself on campus, we are told. 

Superintendent Lyons has expanded this debate to a discussion 
on the proper role of the courts. "We talk about education reform 
every day, which means we have to finally turn the schools over 
to the professionals. The courts shouldn't be running them," said 
Lyons. The superintendent said he met with Governor Weld's 
staff, District Auorney Tom Riley and other officials yesterday. 
The result of the meeting will be new legislation drafted by Weld 
and Riley to allow school committees to expel! students cither 
charged or convicted with serious crimes, whether committed on 
campus or off. "We need legislation that give back the power to 
school committees to maintain orderly environments in their 
system,” said Lyons. 

But this judicial infringement an school governance may be only 
half the outrage here. A contingent of angry Tech students, about 
150 in all, held a roaring protest over how their friend Tom was 
being treated by Superintendent Lyons, who comes from that old 
school of thought where murder is a big deal. The students 
carried home made banners calling for an end to this Roman-like 
persecution, as if Petruzzelli were a Christian martyr. 

No Bruce Hinckley signs were observed. 

The media blitz is smoldering now and most players are 
resigned to the fact that Cigarette Petruzzelli is headed for Club 
Fed, or at least the state version, despite the morally bankrupt 
judges we're cursed with in Massachusetts, 

But what in the world is occurring inside the walls of our 
schools, or outside those walls, that would compel 150 students to 
rise to the defense of a convicted killer? Is this what George Bush 

{meant by breakdown in family values? 
| Any typical liberal will argue that it was simply mass confusion 


on the part of Petruzzclli's compatriots; a conflict between 
feelings of loyalty for him and their collective sense of what is 
right and wrong. 

I'm more skeptical. I recognize their knowledge of right and 
wrong, but do they know right from wrong? 

Before you presume yes, hop in your Mazda and take a quick 
stroll down Route 3 to Dartmouth High School. Call it the 
Shawsheen Tech-Dartmouth High connection. The former is 
forced by a judge to admit a convicted felon and the latter is shell 
shocked after three students burst into a social studies class 
Monday and stabbed 16-year-old Jason Robinson to death. This 
time the issue wasn't a pack of cigarettes but instead an earlier 
argument between two rival groups of friends. 

The Tech School Committee is keeping a tight lip on this one, as' 
loose lips always sink ships in legal battles. Wilmington's John 
Gillis, chairman of the school committee, would say only, "My 
number one responsibility is to ensure a safe, academic and 
vocational environment." 

Tech lawyers from the Boston firm of Ropes and Gray will 
appeal Judge Fine's decision before a member of the Supreme 
Judicial Court today. 

Meanwhile, educators at both Tech and Dartmouth High have 
figured out it isn't the same ball game any more in public schools, 
urban or suburban. As Dartmouth High Principal Donald King’ 
told Peter Gelzinis, "It used to be about a couple of guys shoving 
leach other," 

Not any more, Mr. King.

The greatest gift that anyone can give

There is one gift you can make that is more precious than any 
other. The value of the gift is beyond calculation 

You can make plans to donate your organs and tissues, when your 
time has run out. 

For you, personally, the gift will be painless. You will be dead 
when it comes time to give, or else so close to it that only the angels 
can tell the difference. 

But the recipients of your gifts will be grateful beyond words for 
rest of their lives. I know this from personal experience 

My wife received a kidney transplant in 1990, freeing her from 
her three-times-a-week visits to the dialysis machine at St. Joseph's 
Hospital. Dialysis, forthose.who bave never-seen "the pump" up 
close, involves two enormous needles in the arm, and there you sit, 
for hours, while all the blood in your body is circulated through a 
filter which does the work that your failed kidneys can no longer 
do. And there is no escape. Dialysis must be continued regularly, 
for life to continue. Three mornings a week my wife was tied to 
that damned but vital machine. That was her life for two ycars. 

But her kidney transplant broke those ties. She is now free of the 
machine, to travel, to work, to teach our daughter about flowers 
and art. 

We were never told the name of the donor, only that she was a 
middle-aged woman who collapsed at work one Friday somewhere 
north of Boston. The New England Organ Bank has strict rules 
about the identity of donors and recipients. One never knows the 
other, and there is never a chance to say thank you to the family. 
We recently leamed that a friend of ours had become a donor, and 
my wife had tears in her eyes as she thanked the widow for the gift, 
It was her way of thanking somebody for the gift she'd been given. 

My wife, however, was one of the lucky few. Thousands upon 
thousands of people are silently waiting, right this minute, hooked 
to dialysis machines, hoping for a kidney with the right tissue type 
to come available. Most of them will die waiting, because very few 
people become organ donors. Each death could free two suffering 
people from the humming imprisonment of the dialysis machine, 
but it just doesn't happen that way. 


It was not "political"

The salary of a town manager can be a subject of interest. 
Town managers are hired to be efficient and to improve the 
business attitude of the community in a manner which will 
reduce the tax burden and will improve the services. 

The salary of a town manager is not’ a subject of union 
agreement. 

The present town manager, Mike Caira, has been very 
efficient. He has examined closely the workings of the 
Wilmington town govemment. He has a conservative outlook and 
has saved money for the townspeople. He has seen advantages to 
be made in changes in town government, and has effected those 
changes. 

The selectmen of Wilmington have, as a result increased his 
pay by $10,000. At this time his pay is lower than that of town 
managers in maybe half a dozen nearby communities. 

Some individuals are treating that raise in pay as though it is a 
political favor. It is being cited to influence the thinking of 
voters, as they approach the time of casting their ballot. 

The pay of the town manager is not a political subject. Mike 
Caira received that raise in pay because of the efficient service

In a familiar theme during his 
campaign, Capuano targeted high 
sewer rates calling them “disas- 
trous" for the 600 families on sewer 
and said this problem was high on 
his list of priorities.

In discussing how to cut sewer 
rates, Capuano said he would force 
the Massachusetts Water Resource 
Authority (MWRA) to use the 
meters which have already been 
installed. This method, he said, was 
fairer than the present method of 
basing the rates on total town 
population, Allan said she would 
adopt a two-pronged approach to 
the problem: be aggressive and meet 
with other MWRA towns as well as 
charge the local water and sewer 
commission with the feasibility of 
building its own treatment plant.

The latter, she maintained, would 
force the MWRA to listen to town 
officials, 

"Obviously, we're in a Catch-22 
Situation,” said Siracusa. He 
maintained residents were now

Haldane pointed out there was 
some indication the MWRA has not 
been complying with the Clean 
Waters Act.

Question 1; Recent test scores 
for Wilmington students were 
deemed “disappointing.” As a 
member of the School Committee 
what specific changes in policy will 
you recommend to improve the 
academic performance of our 
children?

Question 1: As your 
representative, I would recommend 
the following policy changes to the 
superintendent, all of which are 
gearcd toward increasing our 
MEAP test scores, 

1. Explore and develop a 
consistent curriculum that focuses 
on scope and sequence and builds on 
the previous year’s work. 

2. Identify early on, students 
having difficulty in certain areas of 
the test and provide assistance 
during study halls or after school 
sessions, 

3. Provide our students with 
textbooks that are current and 
challenging 

4. Train the staff to teach critical 
thinking skills and problem solving 
strategies, thereby enabling our 
students to become active not 
passive learners. 

5. Initiate a week long in class 
review of areas to be covered on the 
MEAP test. 

Question 2: Some of the major 
problems are: 

1, The need to present a 
non-partisan, positive and student 
focused approach to all committee 
business. 

As your representative I will 
remain an independent voice for all 
students and parents. I will insist 
that all our dealings are directly 
related to our students and that we 
always act professionally.

the changes we have implemented. 
By monitoring these changes we 
will be able to see if we are getting 
the expected results and make the 
necessary corrections quickly in 
order to stay on course. We should 
be evaluating our teaching staff to 
help them in areas they may be 
deficient in as well as capitalize on 
their strengths, 

Fifth, we must ask parents to be 
supportive in assisting in the 
education process, 

Question 2: One of the major 
problems facing the school 
committee is the negotiating of 
union contracts. In order to address 
this problem the school committee 
will have to: (1) overcome the 
adversarial relationship with some 
of the unions, (2) negotiate fairly, 
(3) negotiate within the framework 
of the budget constraints. 

Another concern is the space needs 
of our elementary students. 
Currently the Space Needs 
Committee is looking at several 
alternatives, one being the opening 
of the Boutwell School. This may be 
a viable alternative if it can be 
opened with minimal cost or be 
opened in conjunction with a pre 
school program that can subsidize 
any additional expenses. There are 
other alternatives which still need to 
be addressed such as the viability of 
having the kindergartens in the high 
school.I will be looking at each 
alternative closely to assess what is 
the best educationally. 

In order to address all of the above 
mentioned concerns we must look at 
alternatives on how we are 
currently doing business. One way 
will be to aggressively go after 
grants that can fund some of our 
current programs, thus freeing up 
funds to alleviate the expenses of 
athletic fees, bus safety, and 
student-teacher ratio. 

We must change the perception 
that the schools lack adequate funds 
by prioritizing spending in a way 
that takes the funds provided and 
makes them adequate,

have contributed to "disappointing" 
MEAP test scores: the movement of 
teachers from school to school and 
from grade to grade without 


‘training or time for: preparation; the 
‘cumulative lack of long range goals 


and effective planning; and the 
dismantling of programs due to 
budget cuts not based on a vision 
have been the most influential 
factors. 

High test scores are the result of 
clear thinking on the part of 
students. To achicve the high 
standards of which our students are 
capable, they must be prepared to 
think creatively and effectively. 

Policy changes which I support to 
effect the necessary improvement 
include a) re-negotiation of the 
current educationally unsound staff 
layoff policy contained in the 
present teachers’ contract; b) 
support of new methods of 
delivering instruction to students 
through increased staff 
development. Over dependence on 
textbook oriented instructional 
methods must give way to teacher 
emphasis on the writing process in 
all subject areas and active 
participation by students through 
which they learn a variety of ways 
to attack the same problem, Also, I 
support the development of both 
short and long term goals based on 
sound educational research and 
finally, the formation of an 
educational plan to determine 
priorities and foster growth and 
achievement, 

The success of policies rests with 
their delivery by school 
administration. Dr. Geraldine 
O'Donnell is an educational leader 
with vision and a commitment to 
educational excellence for all of 
Wilmington's students.

Question 1: My concerns about 
test scores are, of course, genuine. 
But before we begin to generate 
policy to alter our curriculum, we 
need to see the picture more clearly. 
The first question I would ask is, "Is 
the tested material from the 
standardized testing included in our 
curriculum?" We need to be sure we 
are presenting the material we wish 
to test, to the children. This does not 
mean that we "teach the test" but for 
a child to test well in any academic 
area, he must be taught the subject 
matter, 

Secondly, I would ask if there is a 
consistent policy in place 
concerning the testing of children 
on Individualized Educational 
Plans (IEPs), If the policy of 
including or. excluding these 
children from educational testing is 
not consistent, then you will have 
testing scores that fluctuate from 
year to year, 

My recommendation for 
improving an educational system 
begins early on. We need to have in 
place the firm foundation that a 
strong early childhood education 
Program provides. Presenting 
preschool experiences for three and 
four year olds and updating the 
kindergarten programs would be 
the logical beginning place. Many 
area cities and towns offer full day 
kindergarten as an option for 
parents, 

Education for young children is a 
hot topic now and this is an excellent 
time for Wilmington to update, as 
much assistance is available from 
the state and federal government, 

Question 2: In these fiscal times, 
school committees need to be 
creative in their efforts to ensure 
that each tax dollar is spent wisely, 
They need to be aware of the 
alternatives that are being utilized in 
neighboring cities and towns, These 
options may be as simple as using 
empty high school space for an 
early childhood center, active 
involvement in the area special 
education collaborative as a cost 
effective alternative to expensive 
outside placements or setting and 
enforcing a strict policy for 
behavior on school transportation 
so that the "good kids" and their 
Parents aren't the ones who fecl 
unsafe and unable to utilize the bus 
ride that the law provides them.

TM delivers message of austerity

Wilmington Town Manager Mike 
Caira was well received last 
Wednesday (April 7) when he 
explaincd to the members of 
Wilmington Rotary Club some of 
the significant changes which had 
recently been made in the 
government of the town, 

It-was possibly the first time in 
which Caira had publicly discussed 
the events of 1992, in Wilmington. 
Mike, one could say, was delivering 
a town report, 

During 1992 Wilmington's town 
government was anything but 
conventional, he told Rotarians, He 
had cast aside a "business as usual" 
attitud d had continued to 
re-evaluate the methods of 
delivering town services. The two 
most dramatic changes, he told his 
audience, were in the areas of 
community, and of public works. 

The planning and the conservation 
departments had been merged. Both 
are now under a single director. 
The reorganized water and sewer 
department is now a division of the 
department of public works. 

These changes had enabled the 
town to minimize staff resources, to 
reduce expenditures and to improve 
services - both to the homeowner 
and to the community. 

Wilmington, has refocused its 
energy in the area of community 
development in an effort to provide 
more affordabie housing 
opportunitics, to improve the 
quality of residential development, 
and to address economic 
development needs. Wilmington has 
benefited from nearly $1.2 million 
in community development 
funding, by way of a Massachusetts 
Small Cities Grant, a Community 
Development Action Grant, a State 
Strategic Planning Grant, and the 
establishment of an Affordable 
Housing Trust Fund 

These programs 
economic opportunities for 
Wilmington residents while 
demonstrating the town's ability to 
provide services without taxing the 
limited resources of its citizens. 

Jurisdiction for town planning is 
now properly in the purview of the 
Wilmington Planning Board. This 
clarification of jurisdictional 
authority is designed to eliminate 
sub-standard residential develop- 
ments, and to ensure ¢quality of 
seryice to every taxpayer. 

Wilmington has been pro-active in 
its approach to economic 
development by pursuing quality 
businesses and encouraging their 
relationship to Wilmington. 

Wilmington welcomed new 
businesses such as Medco 
Containment Services; Woodbriar

Twenty-five hundred Rotarians

of Wilmington and Hans Kissel, 
while witnessing the expansion of 
good business neighbors such as 
Casa di Fior and the Koch 
Membrane. Systems. At the ycars 
end town departments were 
working closely with potential 
buyers of the Sweetheart Cup 
Warehouse, 

In February 1992 Wilmington 
reorganized its Public Works 
program by establishing the Water 
and Sewer Department as a 
component of the Department of 
Public Works. This consolidation 
enabled the town to better allocate 
its resources, and to eliminate the 
duplication of services. 

Saving in the first year was 
approximately $170 thousand. 

During the past three years the 
government of Wilmington has 
established a conservative spending 
trend. The Department of Revenue 
indicates, in a recent report that, of 
three hundred and fifty-one Mass. 
cities and towns only 84 
communities spent less money 
through the fiscal year ending June 
30, 1991, as opposed to the prior 
fiscal year, 

Not only was Wilmington among 
those communities having expended 
$1.2 million less than in the prior 
fiscal year, but Wilmington ranked 
317th in percentage 
(increase/decrease) rate of general 
fund spending. 

Moody's Investment Service on 
October 1, 1992 released its 
municipal credit report on the 
Town of Wilmington. 

In conforming the town's bond 
rating the report stated “financial 
operations have stabilized...since 
1990, the town management has 
significantly reduced departmental 
spending, and implemented an 
austerity program." 

After restating the financial 
initiatives undertaken since June, 
1990, the report concluded that "it 
appears that the achievement of 
operating stability, which is integral 
to long-term credit quality, will 


likely result from these 
conservative initiatives and 
expectations." 

Among the _ initiatives 


implemented for the town was a 
fiscal austerity program which 
further reduced the 14 full time 


(Positions, fram. the municipal 


payroll, and” an“ aggressive tax 
collection program which coupled 
with the town's financial cash flow 
system resulted in a no short time 
borrowing program during all of 
1992, 

Despite the reduced payrolls and 
reduced. spending much has been 
accomplished. In the annual town 
meeting voters approved of the 


Rotarians to convene 


honoring the Paul Harris Fellows in 
the local district. 

Wednesday's several Plenary 
Sessions and the annual business 
meeting will be followed by the 
Governor's Banquet, with Greg 
Anderson of Arlington presiding. 
During the business meeting, next 
year's Dsitrict Governor, Norman 
Wilson, of the Burlington Rotary 
Club, will be formally elected, to 
serve from July 1, 1993 to June 
30,1994, 

Rotary is the original service

purchase of five police cruisers, a 
dump truck with catch basin 
cleaner, two 15 person passenger 
vans for elderly services and the 
school department, and an 
additional handicapped chairlift for 
the West Intermediate School. 

In additional the bleachers at the 
high school gymnasium were 
motorized. The town reconstructed 
the high school practice/utility field, 
and committed the construction of 
an expanded youth football,baseball 
and softball complex at the Town 
Hall field, 

The Department of Public Works 
crews have finished the 
reconstruction of Aldrich Road, 
complete with new sidewalks. 
Several streets were resurfaced, and 
a pedway was constructed for the 
Shawsheen School to the Shawsheen 
Commons neighborhood. The town 
forces, working with the Rotary 
Club of Wilmington, assisted in the 
construction of a Walking Trail 
around Rotary Park. 

Two new uses were found for the 
Swain School. Concerned citizens 
have established a food pantry 
there, to serve Wilmington 
residents. The Wilmington Police 
Department has renovated the 
second floor space to establish a new 
headquarters for the Detective 
Bureau. 

In North Wilmington the traffic 
gridlock created by commuter 
trains has been resolved by the 
construction of a boarding 
platform. 

Two major financial challenges 
were met by the voters at the annual 
town meeting. 

First, a motion was adopted to pay 
for the final judgment reached in 


the AVCO abatement case; and, 
second, the voters approved a 
measure to facilitate the refunding 
of bonds to refinance the solid waste’ 
resource recovery facility used by 
the member communities of the 
North East Solid Waste Committee. ' 

Wilmington town employees once’ 
again met the challenge of 
providing quality services, despite 
dwindling resources. ! 

Their immediate and professional’ 
response to the Route 93 gas spill’ 
exemplified having a work forct 
fully capable of meeting any 
emergency. Crews from the fire, 
police and public works 
departments worked effectively to 
avert a major disaster. 

There were many  otheri 
noteworthy accomplishments 
during the year, 

Forty youngsters participated in* 
the town supervised summer youth’ 
jobs program. Wilmington! 
selectmen supported Wilmington’ 
parents who conducted a local aid td! 
education postcard program, The 
selectmen established an Audit’ 
Advisory Committee, and signed: 
collective bargaining agreements 
with the four municipal unions. The: 
final design work was completed, 
for the Route 125/Andover Street«. 
signalization project, and the 
Concord Street/Woburn Street 
traffic light project moved closer to 
completion, The Wilmington:

His claims were echoed by Karen Vergakes, the center's 
recreational coordinator, "It is the best class we've ever had here." 
Outside, the icicles lined up on rooftops while a frigid breeze roamed 
streets between frozen concrete corridors. But, inside this room, 
winter's snarl was defied with a genuine warmth powered not by 
electric marvel, but with the magic of laughter and smiles. 

Kenny's face beams as he describes a mist of excitement which 
drenched the room before each class took the floor. 


"Prior to every class, small groups of students could be scen 
straightening cach other's belts or practicing acquired sklls," he noted 
"Most noticeable was the large group of students crowding around us 
like kids around a campfire. The first few classes they cheered as we 
walked through the door!" As Kenny wheeled his class around the 
floor with a grin and demonstrated skills, the class imitated his actions 
like a mirror with enthusiastic charm 

"The original purpose was to set specific goals, develop sclf 
confidence and give them skills they could use,” Kenny explains with a 
smile, "These were all exceeded. In only six weeks, these individuals 
accelerated well in advance of our initial expectations. We had to 
modify our program just to keep pace with them.” 

Kenny maintains he did not alter his teaching style and instructed his 
class in the same way he would any beginners. He attributes a "high 
level of motivation” behind the student's rapid progress. “One of the 
most visible characteristics was the level of enthusiasm these students 
demonstrated,” Kenny observes. "Part of our, function as instructors is

Outdoors column 


Spring 


fishing 


preview

Now that the ice is FINALLY off 
the ponds, it's time to preview the 
lineup of spring fishing, 

Of course, it's cold and raw out 
there, not like the lazy days of mid- 
summer, and staying comfortable 
in spring requires lots of planning. 
But the fish are there, so how can 
you say no? 

Say no to fishing? What an alien 
thought! 

The spring peepers began to sing 
on Sunday night, so the amphibians 
are moving. Also, the Great Blue 
Herons have returned, so their food 
supply must be crawling around, 
too. Good, That means there are 
surface biologicals available as fish 
chow, 

But bass fishing is awfully slow in 
spring. They're eating minnows for 
the most part, because that's their 
food supply least affected by foul 
weather, Top-water bass anglers 
can expect to get skunked in April, 
so stay deep. Jigs and deep spinners 
should bring some action. 

Then again, bass can be extremely 
weird at times, We all know that. 

Crappie will be coming up soon, 
and my favorite indication that the 
crappie season has arrived is when 
the lilac bush has budded. (Soon!) 
Once the lilacs have flowered, it's 
too late for the frantic, top-water 
crappie action that makes spring 
my favorite time to fish "for the 
pot." I try to get out a few times a 
week to stock up on crappie when 
they're hitting on top because there 
is no creel limit, and crappie are 
great table fare. 

You can tell when the crappie are 
up by the hundreds of swirls on the 
surface, often in groups of dozens. 
Sometimes you may see their backs 
stick out of the water as they chase 
minnows and fry. Small Rapalas or 
flyrod poppers drive them wild, 
and my favorite trick is to troll a 
tiny spinnerbait right near the top. 
Once I find one, I kill the motor 
and fire for effect. It isn't unusual 
to take 30 or more fat crappie in a 
three-hour stint. 

Springtime, however, is known in 
these parts as trout time. The state 
has stocked most bodies of water 
with trout, and some of se mookury 
are big -- over a pound. The state 
put 500 browns of over pound into 
White Pond in Concord and 500 in 
Long-Sought-For in Westford, The 
big browns were stocked through 
the ice at the end of January, but the 
hatchery trucks have been rolling 
often in the last few weeks. 

The stocked trout are all hatchery 
raised, so they aren't as finicky (or 
as smart) as natives. Oh, there are 
native trout in Massachusetts, but 
the Division is loathe to reveal their 
location, They want to coddle the 
natives, in hopes of getting them to 
reproduce and prosper. 

Hatchery trout will take almost 
anything, from salmon eggs to that 
icky brown "trout bait" stuff, but 
spinners and minnows should never 
be ignored. Trolling works, too. 


Fly-fishing for hatchery trout is 
best reserved for a few weeks, until 
they start learning how to fend for 
themselves in the wild. They're too 
stupid to know wild food just yet. 

The pickerel and pike are done 
spawning by now, so they should be 
pretty pooped. In May, look for an 


upsurge in pike fishing, especially 
along the Concord River, where the 
pike have been growing for years. 
Use steel leaders and 20-pound test 
on the Concord -- you'll need it! 

The big lakes up north are still 
pretty well iced up, so the salmon 
fishing will be limited to patches of 
open water for now. But once the 
ice clears, the fishigg for landlocks 
will get going in a big way. 

Also in spring, the cod fishing is 
at it's best right now. The heat of 
summer drives the whale cod deep, 
leaving only sand sharks and trash 
fish behind, but right now you can 
clean up on monster cod not far off 
shore. Check the party boats to sce 
if they're bringing in full boxes. 

It's time to go fishing!

The former sites of the 
Players' shows have included 
Stoneham High School, a 
Reading elementary school, and 
now Reading High School.

The Chorus rounded up a 
building committee from its 
members almost two years ago 
with the charge of figuring out 
how to raise enough money to 
build a theater. The committee

tee’s members do their best, 
with t-shirt and poster drives, 
and various raffles, but reality 
has a sobering effect sometimes. 

No money - no theater. 
Eleven thousand dollars won't 
even cover the cost of one show, 
such as “The Music Man,” 
which the Chorus is currently 
rehearsing. There is undoubted 
ly a long way to go, says build 
ing committee member Paul 
McCarthy. “We've just got start 
ed. Without a real, major 
fundraiser, it's tough. The way 
to go would be with professional 
fundraisers, but that takes 
money.” 

Not that the Colonial Chorus 
Players are roaming the streets, 
looking for shelter from the 
storm, and a place to rehearse, 
because they have that. The 
“Hose House,” on Main Street in 
Reading, is owned by the 
Players, and they rehearse all 
their shows there. 

The problem with the Hose 
House, (affectionately named a 
century ago because it was used 
to store - guess what? - hoses), 
is that it’s far too small to be an 
effective theater, There is very 
little room for seating and the 
stage is minute and inadequate 
for large-scale musicals. 

So tear it down and build on 
the site, right? It’s not that easy,

foremost being that the Hose

Orie factor that has always 
worked against the Colonial 
Chorus is that hardly anyone 
knows they exist. They have 
long been in the shadow of the 
well-known Quannapowitt 
Players, who, incidentally, have

Richard Powers, the treasur- 
er of the Players, says that peo- 
ple think there is only one group 
in town. “We've been around 
here for 32 years, and a lot of 
people in town don’t know that.” 
McCarthy agreed, saying that 
despite the success of the 
Colonial Chorus, it’s a little 
known entity. 

“There's an awful lot of peo- 
ple in Reading that have never 
heard of the Colonial Players,” 
McCarthy said. “And we're still 
here, and we're still successful.” 
He added that he believes people 
don’t communicate with each 
other, the way they used to in 
years past. 
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“It’s a sign of the modern 
time that people don’t know 
each other,” McCarthy added. 
“We march in the town of 
Reading. We have a lot of fun.” 
He said he always encourages 
people to join, regardless of age 
or experience. 


To combat the image prob- 
lem, the Players do all they can. 
They post flyers in several area 
towns, and send press releases 
to local newspapers. What 
they'd like to do is display a 
banner across Main Street in 
Reading Square, telling people 
When and where their upcoming 
shows are. 

In that case, people would 
have no choice but to recognize 
the group. But unfortunately, 
publicity seekers are on the 
wrong turf in Reading. The town 
has bylaws that prohibit any 
sort of banner from being 
strewn across its streets. “They 
have a rule for everything in 
Reading,” McCarthy quipped. 

But in the meantime, there is 
no new theater, and the group is 
making do with what they have, 
or what little they have. They

put on just two shows per year, 
which, on the surface, seems 
easy to pull off. But it’s not as 
easy as it looks. 

_ “We can’t get rehearsal 
time,” said Colonial Chorus 
Player Jackie Van Horn. “It’s 
difficult to schedule our show. 
We can’t do our show when we 
want to. We usually have to 
wait.” 

The Reading High School 
auditorium is where the Players 
perform when showtime rolls 
around. But even just reserving 
a time slot for the high school 
can be a task. The high school 
has shows of its own to worry 
about, and to carve out two 
weeks worth of rehearsals and 
shows is not easy. 

Although it’s too small, the 
Players rehearse in the Hose 
House until about one week 
before Opening Night. To get 
acquainted with a bigger hall, 
they try to move into the high 
school at least a few days before 
Opening Night. What can hap- 
pen, says McCarthy, is that per- 
formers can get thrown off from 
the change. 

“All of a sudden they find out 
it’s different,” McCarthy said. 
“It takes a few days to get every- 
thing set. And the lighting 
crews, that’s another story too. 
It’s easier than it sounds.” He 
added that it’s tough to estimate 
the size of the auditorium, when 
they’re cramped up in the Hose 
House. 

The cost of each show is 
about $12,000. Two shows a year, 
in addition to maintenance, jani- 
torial, gas, and electric costs, all 
adds up to a tidy sum by year’s 


end, Money is so scarce that a 
few years ago, when the boiler 
in the Hose House died, the 
Players passed the hat to come 
up With $2,000 for a new one. 

The fiscal squeeze currently 
grasping the Players is reflected 
in their ticket prices. They are 
in the $10-12 range, all of which 
goes into paying for the shows. 
McCarthy said it’s getting to the 
point where a show might even 
lose money. 

“It has become almost pro- 
hibitive to put on a show,” 
McCarthy said. “It wasn’t that 
long ago that a ticket was $3 or 
$3.50. Our ticket prices are only 
reflective of the cost to put on a 
show.” Fellow Player Sheila 
Rossetti added that she is afraid 
the elderly might stop coming 
because of rising prices. 

One possibility for the 
Players is to get together with 
other groups in town, such as 
the Reading Arts Council, or the 
Quannapowitt-Players. The idea 
would be to jointly fund a new 
theater or to renovate a vacant 
elementary school. So far, dis- 
cussions have been minimal, 
and hopes of a joint venture are 
on the back burner. 

Whatever does or does not 
happen, says McCarthy, the 
Players will probably never quit, 
even if they start losing money. 
“We all have egos. That's show 
business.”

Harrelson simply tries too 
hard as David, the frustrated 
architect. You just never sense 
he is comfortable with his char- 
acter or the set-up. David and 
Diana are simply in it for the 
money when they accept billion- 
aire John Gage's offer. But Lyne 
tells us again and again that 
really, these are nice people. 

Harrelson gets a dramatic 
and ethically-correct moment 
when he tries to stop the deal, 
although he is, of course, too 
late. Later, after the tensions of 
prostituting his wife become too 
much for David, the couple split 
up. But remember, these really 
are decent people, the story 
screams, so they independently 
become teachers. That both 
chose the same selfless profes- 
sion is just too silly to believe 
and rather condescending to the 
audience. 

However, if you can get past 
the crass commercialism of the 
story, there are things to like 
about it. Oliver Platt, in the sup- 
porting role of the Murphy's 
lawyer, comes across as the 
most real person in the film 
He's supposed to be the comic 
relief, but is actually just a 
relief. 

The very fact that Redford 
plays jaded millionaire John 
Gage means something interest- 
ing is going on here. Gage is 
cynical and selfish and Redford 
is known for nice guy parts. 
Craggy and still handsome, 
Redford's character wants noth- 
ing to do with sentimentality, 
but Redford lets us see that 
Gage at least knows there's 
something lacking in him 
Something he thinks Diana 
Murphy will supply. 

And Lyne does wonders with 
his camera. The scene in which 
David runs through the casino 
in order to stop Gage from leav- 
ing with his wife captures not 
only his tension, but gives us a 
hard look at Vegas.
